Dennis to Marshall: 


DEMOCRACY - 
AT HOME, TOO! 


Eugene Dennis, general 
secretary of the Communist 
Party, yesterday cabled Secre- 
tary of State George C. Mar. 
shall asking him to recom< 
mend to Congress that his defi- 
nition of democracy be ap- 
plied to the American people 
“including trade unionists, 
Communists, the Negro peo- 
ple and the foreign born.” 


Marshall was also asked by 
Dennis to authorize the State 
Department ito testify along 
these lines at hearings on bills 
to “outlaw the Communist 
Party scheduled py the House 
Un-American Committee for 
March 24. Marshall, now in 
Moscow where he is represent- 
ing the U. S. at the Foreign 
Ministers Conference, had ad- 
vocated a five-point program 
to guarantee full civil rights 
for all Germans. 

Text of Dennis’ cable fol- 
lows: 


I have read with .deep in- 
terest the definition of de- 
mocracy which you presented 
in behalf: of the American 
Government to the Council of 
Foreign Ministers, on March 
14. 


Whatever one may think 
about applying those dem- 
ocratic rights to ALL persons 
in Germany, I believe those 
rights must be guaranteed 
for the American people, re- 
gardiess of race, . national 
origin, creed or political af- 
filiation. 

I wish to call to your atten- 
tion that Rep. J. Parnell 
Thomas, chairman of the 
House’ Committee on Un- 
American Activities, an- 
nounced on March 15, that 
his Committee will open hear- 
ings March 24 on HR 1884, 
HR 2122 and other bills de- 
signed to abridge the consti- 
tutional rights of Commu- 
nists and to outlaw the Amer- 
ican Communist Party.

_ For example, we see by the papers that the publishers 
are going to get a helping hand from Mr. Louis Budenz in 
the form of a “red menace’ yarn about the Newspaper 
Guild. a 
Armed with this handy little hysteria, the newspaper 
union will be asked to cut. its throat by getting rid of its 
industrial unionism principle. The House Labor Committee 
has on-hand a plan to force the Guild to break up into 
splinter locals instead of uniting all newspaper workers, 
editorial and commercial, into the union. This will be 
ducky.for the publishers at a moment when they may have 
to meet' wave ‘demands.

Profits At All-Time High 


By Labor Research Assn. 


QE OF THE COUNTRY’S leading conservative econo- 
mists, Sumner Slichter, made the remark last Decem- 
ber that business was doing much better “than managers 


are willing. to admit.” The truth 
of this observation was reflected 
in the hue and cry against Rob- 
ert Nathan when, in arguing the 
wage case for the CIO, he made 
some shrewd 
estimates of to- 
tal profits for 
the year 1945. 

Now that the 
final reports | 
are in, we find | 
that Nathan 
was right: the ~ 
howls of the employers were sim- 
ply maneuvers designed to fool 
the people. — 

The economic story of 1946, 
vealed in the February Survey of 
Current Business, shows that for 
the year as a whole net corporate 
profits were at an all-time high. 
They reached $i2 billion com- 
pared with $9 billion in 1945 and 
$9.9 billion in 1944, the peak war- 
time year. 

In other words, profits, after 
taxes, of ‘all corporations were 
about a third over 1945, which 
was a big profit year itself. 

Even the monthly Letter of the 
National City Bank, which joined 
in the NAM-directed chorus 
against Nathan, now has to make 
some grudging admissions. Re- 
porting a 37. percent gain in 1946 
net profits of 840 leading com- 


panies, it admits that “American 


business in the aggregate had a 
substantially higher net income 
than in 1945 . .. it realized re- 
turns on sales and net worth 
which made 1946 one of the bet- 
ter years... .” | 

e 


NOTE THAT these “better 
year” profits were made despite 
the fact that many corporations 
in the first part of the year had 
closed down their plants in an 
effort to defeat labor’s request 


for maintenance of take-home 


pay. Although industrial output 
in 1946 was 16 percent lower than 
in 1945, profits came out a third 
or more higher. 

Wage earners, at jeg same 
time, were squeezed by lower in- 
comes and rising costs of living, 
so that the real. wage of the aver- 
age worker in manufacturing fell 
from :around $30.20 a week in 
1945 to $2787 a week in 1946, a 
drop of 8 percent. (For details 
see our Economic Notes, March,
